THE TRADE OF THE LAST YEAR.—THE LOSS ON OUR 
IMPORTS. 

Tur anticipations in which we indulged at the commencement 

of the year just expired, of a gencral improvement of trade, and 


With it an increase of the public revenue, and an amelioration of 
in the general condition of the people, have been fully realized. 

The prominent causes which have tended to this general im- 
provement were both domestic and foreign. At home the abun- 
dance and low prices, which are synonymous terms, of the first 
necessaries of life, released a large amount of the national income 
for expenditure on articles of clothing and other products of art; 
which afforded full employment for our manufacturing population, 
whose increased consumption again created a great demand for 
the products of each other. The increase in our foreign trade 
may be traced to numerous causes; the more prominent were the 
opening and rapid extension of the Eastern markets, the extensive 
renewed demand for the United States, and considerable ship- 
ments to Brazil, in anticipation of the expiring of our late treaty 
and the augmentation of duties expected to follow thereon. But 
the great, though not so obvious, ¢ of the great activity 
which has recently been felt in all our seats of industry, have 
been, the great improvement and economy which of late 
years have té uke 1 place in our various processes of manufactures 
and the abund the leading raw ma- 
terials; by a combination of which, goods of all kinds have been 
produced at such prices as have commanded an extensive con- 
sumption over the whole world. Cheapness has chiefly contri- 
buted to the restoration of prosperity, and we have again a striking 
evidence that low prices may not only be consistent with, but 
actually the mainspring of i improveme nt alike to the merchant, the 
manufacturer, and the ope rative; while they are a blessing to the 
general consumer. j

By the principle of our contemporary, an 
increased rate of freight, insurance, and other ch: arges, for import 
duties act exactly as such, should he conducive to the interest of 
the import mere hant—by the principle of our contemporary, the 
merchants trading to China should now be agitating for an in- 
crease instead of a reduction on the duty on tea. 

No; the experience of the last year furnishes a great and strik- 
ing evidence of the truth of a principle which should be as obvious 
to every reflecting mind as the sun at noonday. All commerce

They are as 
inseparable as cause and effect. But to a narrow and ignorant 
mind, the direct.source of profit is selling, and the vain efforts of 


individuals and zoverzments have been to accomplish this without 
buying. Exports have always been encouraged as an unquestion- 
ible source of profit ; impo rts have rather been discouraged, as of 
doubtful effect ; and especially when such imports came in competi- 
tion with similar productions at home, or in our colonies. Clearer 
and more intelligible views, however, begin to prevail; people not 
only see the indissoluble connection between those two acts, but they 
learly the enormous advantage, nay the indispe sible 
necessity of a great producing country hk » this being amply and 
abundantly supplied with everything at the cheapest rate. The 
snecess of our industry requires it—the physical wants of owr po- 
pulation demand it.

This country possesses within it unbounded sources of mdustry 
and commerce. Its great mineral wealth—the unwearying indus- 
try, and perseverance of its population—its unexampled 
command of capital and facilities of intercourse with the whole 
world, furnish it at all times with the most extraordinary means 
of increasing its export trade—of diffusing throughout the world 
the products of its labour, and which, we may ‘truly say, have of 
late years been only limited by the restrictions which have been 
imposed on our imports by ourselves ;—thus to impediments self: 
created—to barricrs voluntarily constructed, in the way of our 
industry, we must attribute the idleness of every willing arm, and 
the suflermg of every industrious labourer. 

For reasons to which we have alluded, the exporting 
this country, during the last eighteen months, have been 
to an unusual extent, and by irresistible impulses; 
impediments placed upon our imports have, therefore, been felt 
more perceptibly, and have resulted more injuriously. In this 
will be found the real cause of the unprofitable character of our 
import trade.

tion, has the direct tendency to reduce the profit upon our exports 
and to limit their amount 

All plainly see and acknowledge this great difficulty and impe- 
diment in the way of an expansion of our trade to China And 
fortunately we have no contending or competing powerful interest 
at home or in our colonies to oppose a removal of the obvious 


existing imp¢ ciments to a greater consumption ¢ {the stapie pre 
duce of China in this country. We have no great colonial tea in- 
terest, requiring an enormous dut y to be sustained, not for re- 
venue purposes, but for protection; and therefore, although it is 
only a’revenue duty, we have little doubt it will be one of the first 
on which the necessity of a great reduction will be admitted. But 
suppose we had a great colonial interest of sufficient influence to 
prevent any change on the duties chargeable on the tea of China, 
is it not obvious that that circumstance alone would fix a limit be- 
yond which our trade with that country could not extend? Is it 
not plain that the extent of our imports must limit and determine 
the amount of our exports? 

But it is of the whole import trade of the country that we are 
treating, and though we have selected China as an example of the 
principle for which we contend, because, at this moment, circum- 


stances combine io render it more obvious and more like ly to be 


admitted, yet the same evil, the same difficulty has less or more 
attended our trade in every market of the world. 

We have restricted, almost excluded, the great staple produc- 
tions of Continental Europe ; the corn and provisions of the 
United States ; the chief, almost exclusive, produce of Brazil ; but 
while we would not buy, we have used every effort to sell, and for

a time we have so far succeeded as to turn all the exchanges in 


our favour, and to create the same competition among merchants, 


in the purchase of that limited quantity of commodities which are 


ble to our market from each country, as exists in the cas 


of the tea and silk ‘of China, ahd ‘thas to raise the price abroad 
above that which can be obtained here, after payment of high pro- 
tective duties. 

But it ought to be quite as plain that our exports to the Conti- 
nent, to the United States, and to Bra “il cannot be extended, or 
even supported, unless we are willing more freely to receive the 
produce of those countries, as is admitted to be the case with 
China; and there is besides, this great difference, that, with re- 
spect to all these countries, the removal of restrictions which at 


present impede the imports of their produce would in no way bhi 
injurious to the revenue, but in most cases a decided gain. Un- 
fortunately, however, we have powerful class interests, which in- 
terfere with all th Ir influence to prevent this. T) landed in- 
terest, we believe, ver) y unwisel ly, even for the ir owl sake Ss, appear 
to prefer rather that a considcrable proportion of the population 


should remain unemployed than that they should be fed with 
foreign bread—for really such is the effect of prohibiting an import 
of foreign corn in payment for our manufactures. It is not at this 
time a question whether foreign countries will receive our goods 
ornot.

‘Texas,’ he says, ‘ still 
desires to throw herself under the protection of our laws, and to part ake of 
the blessings of our federative system; while every American interest 
would seem to require it.’ ” 

Mr Tyler seems resolved that the opponents of Mr Polk shall not 
| make use of the plea of the people being not sufficiently informed on 
this subject, for he proffers a world of documents on the subject, and 
consents to the production of much more. The President takes it 
for granted that the acknowledgment of the de facto independence of 
| Texas by European states, is synonymous with their admission of 

Mexico’s having no right to reconquer the revolted province. He 
| converts the de facto independence of Texas into a right to give itselt 
| to another power, and to another power to accept its sovereignty. 

President Tyler asserts that the mere fact of Texas having proposed 
| to join the American Union, ought to have instantly suspended 
| Mexican hostilities, and says :— 

“ It became the imperative duty of the Executive to inform Mexico that 
the question of annexation was still before the American people, and that 
until their decision was pronounced, any serious invasion of Texas would 
be regarded as an attempt to forestall their judgment,” &c. 

A bill has already been brought into Congress proposing to autho- 
rise annexation whenever the Government of Texas shall express a 

' wish for it. 

The Mgssage touches but lightly and incidently on the tariff, 
stating merely, in unison with the principle of the locofoco party, 
that— 

| “Greater taxes should not be levied than are necessary for an economical 
administration of government, and that whatever exists beyond should be 
reduced or modified.” 

One recommendation of the message worthy of remark is the pro- 
posal to have established steamers, commanded by officers of the 
American navy, for the conveyance of mails to Europe, and to other 
parts of the American continent. No allusion to the state debts is 
contained in the address. 

Mexico anp Texas.—The most violent language has been used by 
the American minister at Mexico, Mr Shannon, in his communica- 
tions with the Mexican government, and Mr Calhoun seems even to 
have authorised him to boast of the tenacity with which, for a long 
| period of years, the cabinet of Washington, has directed its policy 

to the acquisition of the Texan provinces. This communication was 


answered not only with firmness, but with indignation, by the Mexi- | 


can minister, Senor Rejon, and his conduct has been approved by the 
legislature.

The impression pro- 
duced at New York by this intelligence was, that hostilities could

conquer Texas would be regarded as “ highly injurious,” or, in other 
words, a cause of war. 
the new President of Texas, at all more pacific. He announces, that 
unless the foreign powers mediating between Mexico and Texas have 
accomplished their object, or at least intimated their resolution to 
defend the integrity of the new state, before the meeting of congress, 
he shall commence offensive operations against Mexico, uot only with 
all the means Texas pussesses, but with the auxiliaries she may col- 
lect. Outbreaks of the most serious character had certainly occurred 
in different states of Mexico. Nearly one-half of the Mexican army 
had revolted, and declared against Santa Anna, if the reports brought 
by these vessels are correct. The government were put to the greatest 
trouble to obtain money to prosecute the war against Texas, and 
everything was at odds and ends.

** Not only contrary to the commercial relations which it ought to be our 
aim to establish on the Coast of Africa, but which, within a less or greater 
period, if it be too much extended, may endanger the tranquillity, and even 
the very existence, of the rich possessions in favour of which it may appear 
to be promoted.

“ T have just had an additional communication, which goes to prove, that 
the ministry is in a very uncertain positio: If there be a change, it will 
be because M. Guizot has become unpopular, but not through that which 
is called his attachment to England. The truth is, that he has served his 
time and the King’s turn. His Majesty will, it is said, never forgive him 
the coldness of his reception at the opening of the session, * because,’ say 
the enemies of M. Guizot, ‘ the unpopularity of the minister was visited on 
the King!’ If M. Guizot go out, Count Mole will be his successor, On 
Saturday evening the King had a long conference with Count Mole, and 
the next morning with Count de Montalivet. The Duke Pasquier, whom 
the King is in the habit of consulting since the death of Prince Talleyrand, 
was also of Jate a constant visitor at the Tuileries. It is hardly necessary 
to observe, that no change of policy would follow a change of ministry, for, 
after all, the King will be the minister, and Count Mole is perhaps the 
most consumate statesman possessed by France, and, as such, cannot be 
suspected of national antipathies or dislikes.”

MAIL FROM INDIA. 

There was on Wednesday morning an arrival from India and 
China; there is a more than usual absence of news of a striking na- 
The pacific character 
of the intelligence cannot fail to gratify the people of this country. 
The breaking out of a war between the British government in India 
and any of the native powers, or the interruption of tranquillity by 
revolts of any of the tributaries of those princes, and the consequent 
employment of ferce to subdue them, are events to be deprecated 
whenever they arise. Their existence is prejudicial to commerce, 
and impedes the progress of the natives in those habits which are not 
less beneficial to themselves, than they are to the consolidation and 
solidity of the British empire in the East. ‘The changed character 
of the tidings brought by these arrivals since Sir Henry Hardinge 
displaced Lord Ellenborough in the government, is not more remark- 
able than gratifying. He (Sir Henry) is still at the Presidency, and 
rumour is silent on the subject of any intended move from the seat 
of government. He appears to be quietly perfecting himself in the 
business of his administration; and such indications as have yet 
been manifested seem to point to a tranquil and pacific government, 
pregnant with good to the people of the soil. ‘There is no talk of a 
war in the Punjaub, or any other immediate employment of our 
troops. Even the civil war which many anticipated, in that long 
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from Affghanistan is, as usual, not very clear and reliable; but it | 
would seem that the dangers which Dost Nahomed apprehended 
from the designs of the Usbegs and Tartars have blown over ; that 
his successes on the Hindoo Koosh have rolled back the tide of in- 
vasion, and that the intrigues of Bokhara have been defeated. From 
the latter place Dr Wolff has emerged in safety. ‘Within the Presi- 
dency two domestic events have occasioned some interest of a pain- 
ful character. One of these is the suicide of the Rajah of Berham- | 
pote, who, having committed, through his instruments, some acts of 
cruelty on the person of a dependent, which occasioned, in the sequel, 
the poor man’s death, came down to Calcutta, where intelligence of 
the tragic issue reached him, coupled with the information that a 
warrant was out for his arrest. Dreading the indignity of falling 
into the hands of the myrmidons of the police, the wretched man 
blew out his brains. The other event is the murder, by Dakoits, of 
Captain Alcock, of the Quartermaster General’s Department, who 
was intercepted, when on a dawk journey, by a band of notorious 
Dakoits, of whom the police were in pursuit, and being taken for Mr 
Unwin, the magistrate, was dragged from his palankin and cut to 
pieces. Several of the wretches concerned in this murderous deed 
haye been apprehended. Such events are of rare occurrence, ‘and 
the present one has therefore created a very great sensation. We 
wish that we could say that Dakoitee is as rare as the murder of 
Europeans.

PENNSYLVANIA FINANCES. 

The Harrisburgh Democratic Union publishes, on the authority of 
Hon. Job Mann, the State Treasurer, a statement of the Finances of 
the State of Pennsylvania, on the Ist instant, including the monthly 
receipts and payments during the financial year ending on that day. 
The amount of receipts, together with the available balance in the 
treasury at the commencement of the preceding year, forms

of Pennsylvania has before made for a number of years past. The 
receipts from the direct tax exceeded the receipts from the same 
source the preceding year by 197,298 dols., and the income of the 
canals and railroads isincreased by 144,924 dols. Forthe income of next 
year, the three mill tax will come into operation under the act of the 
last session, in place of the two mill tax levied by the previous tax 
law. ‘The dividends of interest on the State debt have been dis- 
charged for the last two years, by the issue of certificates of new 
stock. 

This statement of the condition of the Treasury, if we understand 
it, indicates the probability, that the next instalment of interest, which 
will be due on the Ist of February, amounting to about 950,000 dols., 
will be paid in cash, as in addition to the present balance in the 
treasury, there will be the surplus of receipts over payments, in the 
months of December and January. ‘The receipts in these months of 
last year, as appears from the monthly statement above referred to, 
amounted to the sum of 455,000 dols., and the payment to only 
311,000 dols. ‘The increased revenue, and reduced appropriations, 
of the present year, authorise the expectation that the surplus of 
receipts will be so far increased, as to enable the treasury to meet 
not only the next dividend, but all future demands upon it with 
punctuality, and that the credit of the State will be henceforward 
fully sustained.

COTTON TRADE. 


New Yorx.—<As the season advances, the movements in the cotton 


market become more interesting. At the south, shipments to foreign 
ports have been quite large; but to domestic ports they have not 
been so large as for the same time last season. This market is un- 


usually dull, and prices far from firm. The buying this month has 
been principally on English account. ‘The receipts at this port since 
the Ist instant have been 16,000 bales; exports, 7,700 bales; taken 
by spinners, 9,000 ; taken by speculators, 600; stock in city, 22,000;

most reliable sources for our data. From all the mformation we 
have been enabled to obtain, the crop just housed in Kentucky and 
mene will fall considerably short of that of- last year.

After making due allowance for the increased planting in 
some sections, we are brought to the conclusion, from all the facts 
before us, that the receipts at this port, during the present commer- 
cial year, will fall short of last year’s; indeed, nearly all the esti- 
mates which we have heard made of the crop, range as low as 70,000 
to 75,000 hogsheads. It appears to be understood that there will be 
a much smaller quantity of strips put up this year than there was last 
season; and it is probable that the receipts of /eaf may be somewhat 
increased, im consequence. A very considerable portion of the 
tobacco grown in the stemming districts, in fact, is so badly eut by 
the worm, as to render it unsuitable for stemming. The impression 
is that the crop will be brought to market rather earlier than usual, 
but this will, of course, depend very much on the condition of the 
rivers.

SypDNEY.—Papers have been received up to the Ist of August. As 
far as the bank returns can be taken as an index of the state of trade, 


or rather the condition of traders, it must be improved, as they show 
a large amount of deposits and a smaller amount of discounts. The 
melting of tallow was becoming a large trade, and was being followed 
up W ith Spirit, from the encouragement given by the prices obtained 
here. These papers contain advices from New Zearanp to the mid- 
dle of July ; by which it appears that the estimated expenditure of 
the cater amounted to 35,000/, while the estimated revenue was only 
25,000/. Captain Fitzroy expected the home government would ad- 
vance the deficiency. 

JamMatca.— We have just received the usual annual returns made 
to the House of Assembly of the produce and exports of this island 
for 1844, which, with other ieapenund documents, we will take an 
early opportunity of publishing.

EXcHANGE.—Transactions to some extent were entered into in the early 
part of the month for bills with shipping documents at 1 10} per rupee, but 
owing to the paucity of that description of paper in our market, those rates 
have given way, and good bills are not procurable on more favourable terms

New Orveans, Nov. 30.—The transactions have been only to a 
moderate extent. Money is at the moment scarce, and good paper is 
with difficulty discounted in bank, in consequence of a curtailment of 
issues. 

CoTTon.—On Wednesday last the same causes as above stated interfered 
materially with operations, and we observed a continuance of the listless 
feeling which has prevailed for alongtime in our market ; the sales reached 
about 3000 bales, but the demand was very freely met, and the desire to 
sell was quite apparent—prices though unchanged, were rather in favour of 
buyers. On Thursday the sales only amounted to 2000 bales. Yesterday 
we had quite an, irregular market, some parties having disposed of lots for 
sale at a decline, while others sold at previous rates ; 4000 bales had changed 
hands at the close of the day at rates tending decidedly downwards, but it 
is not of sufficient importance to cause us to alter onr quotations. Parties 
are generally awaiting the arrival of the steamer to 5th inst, now due, before 
extending their purchases ; the desire on all sides to sell is very apparent. 
The sales for the last week sum up 21,500 bales, of which 9000 bales were 
sold in the last three days, the greater proportion of which has again been for 
England and the North, with some few purchasers for the French market. 

FREIGHTS.—Since our last report there has been an improvement in 
freights. Four ships have been taken up for Liverpool at 4d. Coastwise 
firm. 

TosBacco.—Our market for tobacco continues to present the same unin- 
teresting aspect that we have had occasion to notice for several montlis past. 
The receipts, although rather on the increase, are still much short of what 
they were at this time last season, and embrace but few parcels intended 
for sale here, the greater part being strips or leaf to be forwarded to other 
markets. The sales of the week reach 200 to 250 lhds, of which about 100 
in the last threedays. In prices there is no change, and we quote as before, 
say, common 2} to 23, fair 34 to 4, fine 41 to 43, choice and cigar leaf 5} to 
9cents per lb.

INDIGO. 
We have numerous annual statistics of indigo before us, but 


1iGsi- 
tate to write on the future prospects of this article, before we are in 
possession of the accounts brought by the newly arrived mails from 


India, of which the letters have not yet reached England. It is 
understood, however, that this year’s production of indigo in the 
Bengal and Upland districts will turn out to be little short of 150,000 
maunds, but from Madras much more is expected this season; the 
cultivation of indigo in that part of India is unquestionably on the 
increase, aud an importation of 10,000 chests, or upwards of 30,000 
maunds, would not surprise us. ‘The most remarkable feature in 
last year’s indigo trade in all Europe are the deliveries from all the 
principal marts of England and the continent, for the consumption 
in the various manufacturing districts, and which amount to about 
12,000 chests over and above the quantities delivered for the same 
purpose, and from the same depots, in the year 1843; and yet we 
cannot discover any very considerable surplus stock in the hands of 
traders and dyers in any part of Europe, as far as information has 
reached us. It is, however, well known that in 1843 considerable 
stocks, arising from the abundant supply of 1842, were left over 
amongst those who work the article up, and only a portion of the 
12,000 chests above mentioned can be looked upon as the conse- 
There is no doubt that the 
consumption within the last six or eight months has been on a much 


augmented scale; and at no previous time has it been so extensive, 


quence of an increased consumption. 


As long as prices retain the present moderate rates, and all other 
materials necessary for manufacturing pursuits continue to be abun- 
dantly supplied, it is not likely that the rate of consumption will re- 
cede. The total stocks of indigo in London on the 3lst December 
1844, were 25,975 chests, consisting of 22,823 chests Bengal and simi- 
lar sorts, and 3152 chests of Madras, Kurpah, &c. These total stocks 
are only 4194 chests larger than what they were on the 3lst Dee. 
1843, notwithstanding the abundant supplies in 1844, arising out of 
the largest crop ever gathered before in India. For the January 
sales upwards of 7000 chests are now declared, more than one-half of 
which will consist of Bengal, §c., the remainder in Madras, Kurpah, 
&c. We understand that not much more will be added to it, unless 
considerable supplies of Madras, which are daily expected, will drop 
in in time for the sale. We have not heard of any transactions in 
indigo in the course of the week.

Sirk.—The inquiries during the past week have been insignificant.

—'The firmness which we noticed last week still con- 
tinues; but there has not been so much business done, holders ma- 
nifest firmness, and are looking for better prices. From Manches- 
ter advices are of a more favourable nature, higher prices being 
paid for goods and yarns, and the operatives were in full supply.
